On Sept. 13, Judge Heebe 
granted a Marcello motion pj 
seeking a change of venue, g* 
but the following day his at- 
torneys filed a motion asking J 
reconsideration. 

THEY contend that their } 
position was misunderstood j 
and that they did not intend j 
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pressing the motion for a 
change of venue. 

Judge Heebe cited recent 
articles in Life magazine and 
statements of Gov. John J. 
McKeithen in granting the 
motion. 

Arguments were heard to- 
day in which Jack Wasser- 
man, Washington, D. C., one 
of the Marcello attorneys, 
claimed that the motion for 
reconsideration was prompted 
by his inability on Sept. 13 to 
convey the wishes of Marcello 
to the court. 

“HE DOES not want a 
change of venue,” Wasserman 
said. Judge Heebe asked, 
“was he here?” The 'attorney 
replied, “he was here, but he 
was not at the counsel table. 

He made known his wishes 
after we walked out of the 
court.” 

Wasserman added, “I con- 
fess I did not advise the court 
as clearly as I should have.” 1 

He said that Marcello really 
wanted to abandon the motion 
for change of venue. 

U.S. Attorney Louis C. La- 
Cour and Owen A. Neff, trial 
attorney for the Justice De- 
partment, submitted the mat- 
ter without argument, but 
commented that Marcello was 
present at all times on Sept. 

13, and no objection to the 
court’s ruling was made until 
the following day. i 

Judge Hebee said that he 1 
was taking the matter under 
advisement because of the 
newness of the question.
